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copy of this definition is enclosed for the Examiner's convenience. Thus, one of 
ordinary skill in this art, to whom Applicant's claims are directed, would understand 
that not every collection of openings and passages is a horn. 

Clark describes merely a collection of openings that simply do not have the 
characteristics of an acoustic horn. Indeed, the text of Clark does not include even 
one instance of the word, "horn". As illustrated in Clark's FIGs. 12 and 13, element 
1207 is a plurality of openings that merely "lead to a front side of a speaker 
diaphragm 1302 of speaker 1206". Clark at col. 9, II. 6-7. Clark is utterly silent on 
the shapes of these openings 1207 and any passages beyond them. Similarly, 
element 1216 is a plurality of openings that are positioned in a recess 1214 in which 
the speaker 1206 is disposed. Clark at col. 8, II. 53-55, 62-65. And element 1226 is 
a plurality of openings that are a portion of openings 1224 of a housing portion 1204 
and that permit sound pressure waves to reach an air space in front of an ear 
placement region 1212. Clark at col. 9, II. 44-49. None of Clark's openings 
constitute a horn as claimed. 

It is not surprising that Clark does not disclose an acoustic horn. Although 
horns generally have higher efficiency than other types of loudspeakers, a horn in 
Clark would have a very low efficiency because the pole piece in the loudspeaker 
could not be narrower than a minimum size that would still be wider than the 
entrance of the horn. The subject matter defined by Applicant's claims does not 
suffer as Clark would, and thus Applicant's subject matter can enjoy high efficiency, 
even with small size. 

Since Clark does not disclose all of the elements of the independent claims, 
those claims 1 and 7 are not anticipated by Clark. It is respectfully requested that 
their rejections be reconsidered and withdrawn. Contrary to the assertions in the 
Action, Clark also fails to teach or suggest various features of the dependent claims, 
but since Clark's failure to anticipate the independent claims is sufficient to preclude 
rejection of the dependent claims, it is unnecessary to describe those absent 
features in detail. It is, however, also respectfully requested that the rejections of the 
dependent claims be reconsidered and withdrawn. 
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It is believed this application is in condition for allowance. An early Notice to 
this effect is earnestly solicited.
